When the congreas opened at the
Arllngton, many names of delegates had the prefix
‘Miss,' and men vied with women In the effort to
&ot up front. When tha morning sesslons ad-
Journed and the congresa repaired en masse to the
White Housa to be recelved by Mra, Cleveland, the
mothera decldedly got the worst of It. Parhaps
they felt they must preserva themselves for thelr
children. Flowever that may be, the men and ths
gingle young women pushed way aheald of the dear
mothers, and were the first to grasp the hand of
one of the prettiest women In the land.
